Individual Manuscripts, 1727-1747 


Following are abstracts of all manuscripts dating from 1727-1747 which could be 
located in the Southborough Town Clerk’s Office. These materials document 
Southborough’s first two decades as an incorporated town. 


Topics include: the town’s founding of Southborough and its separation from 
Marlborough, the creation of boundaries, divisions, and roads in Southborough, the 
local militia and Colonial Wars, the church and meeting house, schools, welfare, taxes, 
town lands and properties, and disbursements and payments made by the town 
treasurer. 


TCO005: Founding of Southborough 1727 (1727-1747): 


1. Petition of the inhabitants of the southern part of Marlborough to separate and 
form their own town (which would become Southborough): 


“To the honorable William Dumer Esq. Lieutenant Governor and Commander in 
Chief [of] the Honorable Council and House of Representatives at their sessions 
in May 1727: 


The petition of us the subscribers inhabitants of the Southerly part of the town of 
Marlborough Humbly sheweth That whereas Divine Providence which appoints 
the bounds and habitations of all men hath so ordered our lots or at least most of 
us that we are at such a distance from the place of Public Worship that ourselves 
but especially our aged and infirm together with our women and little ones cannot 
comfortably endure the necessary travel that they are forced unto for the 
attaining an opportunity at the place of Public Worship, and likewise others 
whose lots although not at present so difficult as the other aforesaid. Yet 
considering that it is but a point of christian duty and charity to compassionate 
the circumstances of such, and having also obtained a vote of the town of 
Marlborough in our favor to be set off as a separate Town by such bounds as is 
described by the vote of Town and the Plan herewith annexed, and likewise for a 
further manifestation of the aforesaid Town of Marlborough's good will towards us 
in the matter have by their vote directed their Selectmen to sign or order an 
assignment with us as petitioners to this Honorable Court upon the consideration 
of the whole we have some reason to think Providence favors the matter and 
have hope of a Blessing. Wherefore we humbly petition this Honorable Court that 
we the Inhabitants of the aforesaid southerly part of the Town of Marlborough 
being about Fifty families already settled with some preparation for more, may be 
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set off by such bounds as described by the aforesaid vote of the Town for setting 
us off and more fully set forth in the plan herewith annexed and with the land may 
be incorporated into a Town and have and enjoy all immunities Privileges Rights 
and power as other Towns within this Province have and do by law enjoy, and we 
your humble Petitioners as in Duty Bound shall ever pray. 


The above pursuant to a vote of the town of Marlborough, June 12, 1727 , 
directing the major part of the selectmen , or the whole of them, to sign a petition 
to the General Court with the inhabitants of "Stoney Brook, " being the southerly 
part of the town, for a corporation of the same.”

2. Setting of Town Lines 1727: 


“At a town meeting regularly assembled by meeting of the selectmen June 12th, 
1727, Joseph Straton was chosen moderator for said day. 


Voted at the same meeting that they would choose five men as a committee to 
confer with Stoneybrook men about setting the line between them and our Town; 
and the persons chosen are as follows Viz: Col. How, Joseph Morse, Ensign 
Maynard, John Sherman, and Obadiah Ward was choose said committee and to 
make return to said town. 


At the Same meeting it was voted that the town would act something concerning 
setting of Stoneybrook a separate town by then at the same meeting the line 
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which was agreed upon between our town and Stoneybrook was voted to and it 
is as foloweth: 


Beginning at Westborough line at a black Oak Tree, thence to the upper cart way 
in Stoneybook by Thomas Brigham, from thence to the top of Prospect or Woolf 
Hill, then a straight line to Patel Bridge, then along the road to the northeast 
corner of land near the tanfats which was formerly in the possession of Moses 
Newton Sr., then a strait line to the bridge near Joshua Newton's, then to keep 
the road till it comes to the farm line which is called Allcok’s Farm, then to keep 
the farm line until it comes to the southeast corner of said farm, and then a 
straight east line to Framingham line, then the line above mentioned was voted to 
by the Town of Marlborough to the inhabitants of Stoneybrook to be set off fora 
separate township. 


At the same meeting it was voted that the town would join with the inhabitants of 
Stoneybrook to petition the general court for a confirmation of said township. 


And then it was voted at the same meeting that the selectmen or the major part 
of them should sign with Stoneybrook men on the Town’s behalf for a 
confirmation of said township. 

And then John Sherman and Lt. Brigham by vote was chose to go with 
Stoneybrook men to state the line between us and them.”

Brigham’s sawmill, the said way is turned to the dam six rods wide westerly of a 
white oak marked so running, over the said dam and on the southerly side of said 
dam a red oak marked, said way on the the westerly side so continued as above 
said; only Stoney Brook bridges we refer it as it is agreed upon by the Town and 
William Ward as may be found upon record; the said road as on the other side 
stated and specified we the subscribers do state for the use of the Town for a 
perpetual highway.”
